COMMEN I ARY. 


Fxoterically the abode of the Gods is the elements of Fire, 
Water, Air and Earth. Exsoterically the abode of the Gods 1s the 
4th plane or state of matter. 

As the Gods are the deified intelligences, the consciousness of 
the various degrees of Cosmic forces and energies, 1t 1s evident 
that, as was brought out in previous Slokas, Fohat in the aspect 
of Divine \Will, standing on the bridge, —Divine Mind,—evoked 
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the action of such forms of force and energy as were required, 
by his demand for their presence, and was successful in having 
the demand satisfied. The *lifted foot” svmbolizes an interval of 
time. 

[In view of what has already been written on the nature of 
[Ire and 1ts differentiations into cosmic and elemental forms of

The five or seven $senses of man 
are but one sense On a more interior (vision or plane.
